President Cleveland Accepts the In- 
vitation of St. Louis. 


He and His Wife Will Visit Us 
During Fair Week. 


The Members of the Cabinet and Their 
Wives Also Invited. 


The Committee of Citizens Wait on the 
President—Mayor Francis’ Speech and 
the President’s Response—A Cordial 

Reception to the Delegation — The 
Exact Date of the Visit to Be Fixed 
by the Middle of August—The Delega- 
tion Happy—A Visit to Mt. Vernon.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 2.—It was a 
jolly crowd that gathered at Union Depot, St. 
Louis, Saturday evening to take the special 
train for Washington. Secretary Moffitt was 
the rst to arrive. He took up his stand at the 
side of the four special cars that stood on the 
second track, and distributed tickets and 
sleeping-car checks to the arriving delegates. 
The PostT-DISPATCH correspondent stood 
around and handled the cash. Meantime, Mr. 
Hodsden ofthe Ohio & Mississippi Railroad 
was leading on several cases of beer and apol- 
inaris and a big box ofsandwichesanda ‘‘wa- 
termelon’’ which Mr. Wall had sent down to 
the train.

THE PRESIDENT ACCEPTS. 

Mr. Cleveland was very happy in his 
response. He said: Mr. Mayor, my reply 
to your very complimentary and hearty ad- 
dress will be very brief and practical. Atthe 
time you did me the honor with so many of 
your fellow-citizens to invite me to your city, 
I. felt it was an invitation which should 
not be declined. I felt that you had some- 
thing there of which you were deservedly 
proud. You hadacity anda locality there of 
which it was only right and just that you 
should wish the Chief Magistrate of the coun- 
try to see and appreciate. Of this feeling I 
have remarkable proof. It was not at all nec- 
essary to convince me of your good faith and 
sincerity that so many of your good people 
should come bere at this inopportune season 
to bring this invitation, and yet you don’t 
know how mach it has pleased me to see you 
all.

The Mysterious Murder of Jacob Schinler 
at Kimmswiek, Mo. 


KIMMSWICK, Mo., July 25.—Javob Schinler, a 
farm hand, came across the river on Saturday 
night with John Rochelle, alter being paid off, 
and they spent the evening at various saloons. 
After closing hours they walked to the brow 
ofa hill north of the town and fell asleep.

FIERCE FRESHETS. 


Great Damage by Heavy Floods in the 
Eastetn States. 


DOVER, N. H., July 25.—All rivers in this 
part of the State are higher now than ever 
known before in the summer. Freshets in 
Lamprey river, Newmarket, this morning, 
carried away a large partof the old dam of 
Newmarket Cotton Mills. Derricks and engine 
employed some time in constructing the new 
dam were swept away.

At Great Barrington. 


Boston, Mass., July 25.—A Globe special 
from Great Barrington saysthatthe greatest 
damage by the storm was in the valley of the 
Green and Black Grocery Rivers, the major 
portion ofthe flood passing down the latter 


river, causing the ater destruction on the 
New York side. Hillsdale was the first victim 
of the overflow. Bridge after bridge was 
east from its foundations with a force 
that crushed staunch timbers and left 
them dancing and plunging in the eddies 
until cast upon the shore. The iron 
works of the Mallorys at this point became a 
target. The foundry of the concern on the 
west side of the Black Grocery Kiver, 
however, withstood the shock and managed 
to hold together, yet its foundations were 
badly damaged, as was also a large amount of 
valuable machinery and stock. alf a dozen 
employes, who worked bravely to save a part 
ef the contents, had a narrow escape with 
their lives, they being submerged almost to 
their necks at one time. A big bridge 
spanned the stream at this point in front of 
the foundry and after vigorously withstanding 
the force arrayed against it, began to crumble 
atits eastern end, where the water surged 
over and cut under the massive stone-work. 
The abutment was completely wiped out, and 
the kixty-too€ bridge, which was worth some 
$49,000, also went. Twenty-three bridges at 
least have been destroyed and the total loss 
is estimated at over $500,000.

WILKESBARRE, Pa., July 25.—Another ter- 
rible disaster occurred at 7 o’clock this morn- 
ing at the fatal No lelope of the Susquehanna 
Coal Company at Nanticoke, whereby 
three lives were Probably = sacrificed. 
Anthony Broski, George Phillips and Ed- 
ward Lorber were engaged in a chamber 
driving a holding. They used safety 
lamps. Broski inserted a lot of giant powder 
into a hole he had drilled, and fired it. The 
blast exploded an accumulation of fire damp 
that knocked the three men against the 
ragged sides of the chamber, mutilating their 
bodies in a horrible manner, and burning 
them frightfully. When carried to the surface 
the blackened flesh ofthe three unfortunate 
miners hung in strips from their bodies, their 
clothing having been torn oe off. 
Broski died an hour afterward, surrounded by 
his weeping wife and three children. Phillips’ 
and Lorber's injuries are pronounced fatal. 
Four of Lorber’s brothers were killed in the 
great disaster in the same mine in December, 
1888, and are numbered among the twenty-six 
whose bones still lie entombed in the fatal 
chamber that never has been reached.

UNDUE HASTE. 


THE PRIVY COUNCIL PUTS THE COERCION 
BILL INTO ACTIVE OPERATION. 


Quite a Stir in Political Circles—A Large 
Number of Counties Proclaimed—Dillon, 
O’Brien, Davitt and Other Leading Na- 
tionalists Prevented From Addressing 
‘Public Meetings—A Great Conflagration 
at Nizhnee-Novgorod—The Revolutien in 
Afghanistan—A Terrible Cyclone—Eight 
Hundred Lives Lost—Foreign News. | 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LonpDon, July 25.—Quite a stir has been 
made in political circles by the unusual haste 
of thé Government to put the coercion bill into 
active operation. Saturday evening there was 
a meeting of the Privy Council at the castle. 
There were present the Lord-Lieutenant, Lord 
Londonderry; Balfour, the Chief-Secretary; 
Lord Ashborn, the Lord-Chancellor of Ire- 
land, and the Prince of Saxe-Weimar, com- 
mander of the forces in Ireland. The 
following divisional magistrates were in 
attendance: Col. Turner, Maj. Slacke, 
Capt. Plunkett, Mr. Byrne and 
Mr. Cullen. A long consultation took place 
and the council decided on proclaiming under 
the crimes act, as first stated, four counties, 
namely: Cork, Clare, Kerry and Limerick. 
Afterwards it was notified that thirty-one 
counties out of thirty-two were included. 
Antrim is exempt, but Belfast is included. 
Copies ot the proclamations were dispatched 
by the evening train to the police authorities 
in the districts affected. The Privy Council- 
lors dined in the evening in the Royal Marine 
Hotel, Kingston. The Chief-Secretary left for 
London bythe Holyhead boat. The special 
gazette which was issued Saturday night 

CREATED GREAT SURPRISE. 

The Lord-Lieutenant arrived yesterday 
morning at Kingston for London. He was ac- 
companied by Capt. Hicks-Beach, A. D. O., 
and Mr. Mulhall, the Private Secretary, and 
the party at once proceeded to Dublin by a 
special train which was in waiting. Along the 
line small parties of police were stationed at 
intervals, and constables were also on various 
bridges. Meetings were held throughout the 
country yesterday, at which Messrs. Dillon, 
O’Brien, Davitt and other leading Nationalists 
attempted to speak concerning the proclama- 
tion, but were prevented. The first clause of 
the act which comes into operation is in 
reference to inguiries by order of 
the Attorney-General, under whom the 
magistrates, with whose legal knowledge the 
Lord Chancellor is satisfied, are eligible to 
hold such inquiries. The clause includes a 
number of sections. The second clause sets 
forth the number of offenses which are to be 
regarded as coming under the head of boy- 
cotting; the third deals with special juries, 
and the fourth with a change of trials. These 
are all the sections of the act which are in 
operation under the proclamation, in the 
districts classed as dangerous. Theannounce- 
ment has created a great sensation throughout 
Dublin, but the general belief is that it will 
not be putinto anything more than nominal 
operation.

A GRAND SPECTACLE, 


The Great Review of the 
Vessels. . 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, July 2%.—Twenty thousand two 
hundred officers and men formed the crews of 
the vessels on review before the Queen at 
Portsmouth Saturday. There were & number 
of Government vessels for the accommodation 
of officials aud invited guests, Among the 
American visitors received on these vessels 
which accompanied the royal yachts were 
Senator Hawley, Minister McLane from 
Paris, Minister Phelps, Secretary-of- 
Legation Henry White, Murat Halstead 
and the Post-DISPATCH correspondent. It 
was a brilliant naval spectacle, given 
by the most formidable naval power in the 
world. From the time of my arrival on board 
the Euphrates I was kept busy all the after- 
noon studying the new varieties of vessels. 
There was every form of modern naval archi- 
tecture placed in contrast with the hulks and 
ancient vessels which lie moored in Ports- 
mouth harbor. Two vessels whicu attracted 
more attention, perhaps, than all of the new 
vessels, were the gigantic old four-deckers, 
the Duke of Wellington and the Victory. The 
latter, which was Nelson’s flag-ship, is still in 
good condition. There was a marked contrast 
between these two high-storied wooden ves- 
sels, and the low bulit black iron 
monsters and the torpedo boats which 
dashed about the harbor running at a 
speed of eighteen and twenty miles an hour. 
These latter looked for all the world like 
amphiblous creatures, so low did they lie in 
the water. Anyone ofthese vicious-looking 
and swiftcraft, small as they are, would be 
sufficient to destroy in few moments any 
vessel ofthe character ofthe Victory. The 
ships reviewed werecovered with flags from 
stem tostern. Inthe rearof the line, along 
the Isle of Wight, were innumerable pleasure 
crafts. Alongthe Hampshire coast were ex- 
cursion steamers and the great vessels of the 
P.&Q. line, which took people down from 
Loadon for the sum of $35, and gave them din- 
ner and a night’s lodging, 
KEMAINING FOR THE ILLUMINATION. 
The Queen did not leave the Isle of Wight 
until about3o’clock. When she left the har - 
bor of Cowes there were three royal yachts 
and there was a little pilot vessel ahead of the 
Queen. Then came the Queen's yacht; then 
that of the Prince of Wales and then the yacht 
assigned tothe German Crown Prince. The 
royal yachts had six smoke-stacks, painted 
yellow, three masts and a black hull. They 
are all side-wheel steamers. The Queen sat 
on the quarter-deck of ber yacht under a white 
awning with only two or three ladies near her. 
She was attired in black, witha black bonnet 
trimmed with white lace. She wore black 
gloves and held in her hand a green 
sunshade. The Prince of Wales, on his yacht, 
wore his naval uniform as a captain of the 
naval reserve. The royal yachts were followed 
by the Euphrates, carrying the members of the 
House of Lords and their families, and by the 
Crocodile, carrying the members of the House 
of Commons. Immediately after them came 
two other troop ships, carrying the Indian 
Princes and the high Admiralty officials. Mr. 
Vanderbilt's yacht was also moored near the 
course. The yards ot all the ships in tte re- 
view were manned with the sallors balf an 
hour before the royal exercises were started. 
These men stood so still that at the immense 
height at which they were posed they looked 
like toy sallors. It was a splendid spectacie 
when the royal yachts turned and passed 
down the line of these magnificent war ships. 
Steel-mounted cannon showed from every 
porthouse of the men-of-war, and the flying 
pennants, dipping colors and the graceful 
ships made up a picture to giadden the heart 
of the sailor. Below the long line reviewed,

A TERRIBLE DISASTER, 


Eight Hundred Lives Lost by the Wrecking 
of a Steamer. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., July %.—The Pacifie 
Mail steamer City of Rio de Janeiro arrived 
last night, bringing Hong Kong advices to 
July land Yokohama news of July 9. By the 
loss of the steamer Sir John Lawrence in the 
Ray of Bengal, 800 lives were lost, mainly 
pilgrims of the best families in Bengal. 
From the 2lst to 2th of May a cyclone 
raged In the Bay of Bengal with disastrous re- 
suits to shipping and attended with great 
loss of life. The storm was the severest 
experienced in that quarter since 1866, 
judging from the reports of vessels which 
weathered it. Passengers on Goare 
the Sir John Lawrence numbered 750, 
the officers and crew numbering fifty. 
The passengers were mainly women going on 
a pilgrimage to the famous Temple of Jaganath 
at Puni. There is scarcely a native family in 
Calcutta which does not bemoan the loss of a 
relative by the disaster.

OTTAWA, Ontario, July 2.—It will be a mat- 
ter of important interest to United States ex- 
porters of horses, cattle and swine into Mani- 
toba, the Northwest Territories and British 
Columbia, to know that the Dominion Gov- 
ernment has imposed qtarantine regulations 
which preciude absolutely the importation 
in those sections of the country of any cattle 
except for breeding purposes, and they only 
to be imported subject to the most stringent 
quarantine inspection.

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THE LONGSHOREMEN. 


A Successful Strike of Ice Dealers’ Employes 
— Losing Their Grip. 

NEw York, July 25.—Tne extent of the long - 
shoremen’s difficulties will be gauged this 
evening. By advertisement in the papers the 
shipping agents have been notified that for 


night work the men henceforth will charge 60 
cents an hour. The present pay is 45 cents per 
hour. Whether the increase will be gran 

will be decided by the Pacific Mail 
Company, whose steamer, the City of Para, is 
on her to-nigh the foot of Canal street. Work 


on her to-night will be nece to enable 
her to meet her dates. Should a demur be 
made, the purpose of the unionists (who avow 
a disinclination to strike) is to decline the 
night labor and go to work as usual in the 
morning. 


Losing Their Grip. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., July 25.—The announce- 
ment of the reports of the Massachusetts 
Knights of Laborshowing that the order has lost 
largely in membership creates no surprise in 


this State, where the order has exercised but 
little influence on the course of in- 
dustry for many months. When, the 
manufacturers of Rhode Island orgdnized 
for self-protection, about a year ago, 
they resolved that there should be no interfer- 
ence by Knights of Labor with their business, 
and to this resolve they have strictly adhered. 
The manufacturers have in every instance re- 
fused to arbitrate or listen to any suggestion 
of arbitration by committees of Knights of 
Labor, and they have given unequivocal evi- 
dence of their purpose to adhere to this line 
of conduct. 

Thais, while there has been no lock-out of 
Knights of Labor as such, membership in the 
order is nota reco dation to promotion 
in the mills, and the acceptanceof office ina 
Knights of Labor assembly is considered as 
standing in the way, not exactly of 8 
ment, but of an employer’s favor and conf- 
dence. This is the actual situation in the at 
industries of this State, and apparently also of 
Massachusetts, and it is not surprising, there- 
for, that there is a decrease in membership. 


A Gigantic Political Scheme. 


PrTTrsprree, Pa., July 2.—The Chronicle- 
Telegraph publishes a story this afternoon to 
the effect that a gigantic scheme is be- 
ing planned to control the Knights of Labor 


throughout the coun Itis said to have 
for its object the control of the order under 
the present administration, and is in the 
interest of District Assembiv No. 49, of 
New York, Master-Workman Powderly and 
General-Secretary Litchman. According toa 
Knight of Labor, who is uot committed to the 
scheme, it is proposed to have delegates 
go to the General Assembly that will sustain 
the administration. This will be accom- 
plished by establishing classes consisting of 
nine membersin every cityin the country. 
These classes are to be made up of the most 
influential Knights available. and will be 
really branches of Assembly 49. 


Cokers apd Miners. 


PITTSBURG, July 25.—A conference of coke 
operators and Knights of Labor miners is be- 
ing held here to arrange a sliding scale of 
wages. At the session this afternoon 


the miners submitted a scale fixing the rate for 
mining at $l per 100 bushels and coke-draw- 
ing 60 cents per ten bushels, with $1.50 
as the basis of the selling rice 
of coke. These figures are the same as those 
that were paid 13 to the strike when 
coke was selling at $2, so that if the 
selling price is reduced to $1.50 the 
same wages will de paid as when the strike 
commenced. If, however, thé selling price of 
coke is reduced to $1.75, then the cokers 
wo be entitled to an advance 
in — according to their slid - 
ing scale as presented, which provides 


that they shali get an advance for 
each rise in the selling price of 
coke. The Amalgamated Association miners 


are not represented at the conference. Nearly 
all — works in the regions were in operation 
to- ay.

READY TO DIE. 


TWO NORTH Sr. LOUIS MAIDENS WHO 
DON’T FEAR DEATH. 


A Double Attachment and a Double Poison- 
ing—Two Girls Who Try Rat Poison to 
Heal Their Broken Hearts—The Stomach- 
Pump Saves Them—A Very Peculiar 
Combination Revealed—A Strange Story— 
Gottlieb Holderly’s Death. . 


„I think she will live,“ said the doctor as 
he dropped a white arm. 

These words were said over a girl about 18 or 
19 years of age, who was tossing upon a bed, 
evidently weak and exhausted. Her eyelids 
closed involuntarily, her breathing was slow, 
and her face was white like one that had been 
blanched by a view of the dark river.“ 

The girl’s name was Annie O'Donnell, the 
daughter of Mrs. Margaret O'Donnell, who 
lives on North Broadway, just north of Madi- 
son street. The room where the sick girl 
lay was the family dwelling which was 
in the rear of the little low 
brick row that faced Broadway. By the side 
of the girl was her mother and ono or two 
neighboring women. she had taken pol- 
son, the doctor said, a few hours before or 
about 10:30 o’ clock this morning. 

„Why did you take the poison?’’ asked a 
PosT-DISPATCH reporter, who came in as the 
doctor dropped the white hand, and who took 
up the conversation as the doctor prepared 


to go.

Pont call me then, and the doctor spoke 
angrily. It she doesn’t care now, she may 
not again, and we’ll get no thanks for bring- 
ing - back,’’ and the doctor left shaking his 
head. 

The reporter discovered outside of the house 
that last night the girl’s mother had been ar- 
rested for ‘‘canning’’ beer. This morning 
when she was brought up in the Second 
District Police Court, she couldn’t pay her 
fine of . er daughter was 
in the court-room at the time and started for 
her home to raise the money. When she 
reached D’Armour’s drug store, she 
some rat poison and then 

on to her motherless home. 
Taking a piece of pie shespread two teaspoon- 
fuls over a quarter of it and swallowed two 
big bites of the pie. A little while 
after a neighbor saw the agiri’s little 
sister in tears, and rushing in found the girl 
going into a collapse. She seized the girl, 
and gave her warm water, and with 
the assistance of the doctor got the 
polson out of her system. It 
was the opinion ot all the neighbors that the 
girl had taken poison because of her mother’s 
arrest. The girl, Annie, has been employed 
at Hanley & Kinsella’s spice mills. 
She was feeling better when the reporter left 
at 12:30 and was out of all danger. Her 
mother’s fine was remitted and she 
reached the bedside of her daughter after the 
worst was over. 

ANOTHER GIRL’S ATTEMPT. 


But the neighbors were talking more about 
the singular circumstance that an 
epidemic of suicide had seemed 


to strike that vicinity, as indicated by the 
self-poisoning last night of Annie O Don- 
nell's chum, Miss 
shaw, 1 kitohen-helper at 
restaurant on Broadway near 
The Scrimsbaw and O Donnell girls were good 
friends and were together last night. About 
9 p. m. last evening Miss Scrimshaw 
was taken sick at her home, 908 Tyler street, 
on the second and top floor of a tumble-down 
row of houses. A physician was called and 
the girl was pumped out and went 
down to work this morning as thougy noth- 
ing had happened. Her mother, Mrs. Louisa 
Scrimshaw, was seen to-da about her 
daughter’s attempt last night but would 
say nothing. A neighborbood investigation 
brought wut the fact that both girls 
were in love with the same young 
man, Will Gallagher, son of the plumber 
J. V. Gallagher, at 2113 North Broadway. Gal- 
lagher is a young fellow not over 20, and for a 
long time has been an intimate friend of the 
Scrimshaw girl. Lately he has evinced 
a fondness for the O0 Donnell girl, and in this 
double attachment is said to lie the secret of 
the double poisoning. The O'Donnell girl, 
however, denied that love had anytbing to do 
with her case, and that she didn’t care if Will 
did go with the other Annie. 

The other Annie, Miss Scrimshaw, was 
less reserved. When seen by a POST- DISPATCH 
reporter at Io clock this afternoon she didn’t 
look asthough she had been dieting on rat 

oison. She came out of the kitchen, with her 

lack hair scattered about her hend. 
She very much resembled the Marchioness in 
the charming negligee of her attire. She hud 
rather a pretty face, though not very clean, 
and told the story of her attempted suicide in 
a joking tone.

How the Chinese Plant Pearls. 


From the Panama Star and Herald. 

Owners of grounds at the Pearl Islands 
in this bay, and which islands have been 
unproductive since the pearl-yielding 
oysters died off, might .take a bint from 
the Chinese, who practice oyster oulture 
to a considerable extent, and whose bam- 
boo oyster fields are prepared far more 
carefully than a field for the growth 
of the sugar-cane. Holes are bored in 
old oyster shells, and these are stuck on 

ieces of split bamboo about two feet in 
length, which are then planted quite olose 
together on mud flats, between high and 
low water mark, but subject to stron 
and tidal currents. These are suppos 
to bring the oyster spat, which adheres to 
the old shell and shortly develops into 
tiny oysters. Then the bamboos are 
transplanted and set some inches apart, 
until within six months of the first plant- 
ing they are found to be covered with 
well-grown oysters, which are then col- 


lected for the market.

AMIABLE DEACON SAGE, 


A Trick That Was Not Vain Played Upona 
Guileless Reporter.

A half dozen years ago, when Gould and 
Russell Sage were just going deepin the 
elevated railway speculation, Deacon 
Russell Sage took a newspaper reporter 
into his confidence and recited a tale 
of how he and Gould had fallen out, 
had a howling row, and were on 
the eve of a lot of complicated and 
sensational lawsuits.

A DANGEROUS DRIFT. 

The New York Mail and Express pub- 
lishes an article showing the cost of living 
in a style alleged to be befitting high offi- 
cial position at Washington. This is far 
in advance of the compensation attached 
to the offices and the conclusion is reached 
that only rich men can accept office. It is 
not denied that officials can live within 
their incomes, but it is asserted that this 
can only be done by sacrifices and humil- 
iations which make official life unbeara- 
ble. 

Society is held to have produced this re- 
sult by demanding that its ideas of living 
and entertaining shall be complied with. 
In other words society asks of the republic 
that it shall compensate its servants suf- 
ficiently to admit of their indulging them- 
selves and society in luxury and displays 
of wealth, or shall only employ those who 
are able to do 80. 

Whatever slight basis for this demand 
may be found in the increase of the actual 
wants of men and women, the proposition 
is absurd and is unworthy of serious con- 
sideration, The Government owesto its 
servants ample means to live comfortably 
as the reward of faithful service. But does 
it owe more? Is it incumbent on the 
Government to open the people’s treasury 
to the drafts of competition in 
high living with the wealthiest of its citi- 
zens, and the representatives of nations 
governed by different ideas? Certainly 
not. Sucha rule would leave no check 
upon extravagance and would make of 
politics a pure struggle for money re- 
wards. 

The influence of riches is too potent in 
politics now, and it will bea sad day for 
the republic when to the unfortunate 
prevalence of the idea that only rich men 
can secure office is added the fact that 


only rich men can accept office. If 
the drift of events is leading in 
this direction it is time to inject 


into the swim some of the sincere and 
sturdy qualities of true manhood and cit- 
izenship. Is ittoo much to ask of hon- 
ored officials manliness enough to resist 
such insidious influences? Honorable of- 
ficers can well afford to dictate to society, 
or at least disregard its snobbish demands.

Hunt- 
ington has worked at Washington on Con- 
gressmen and Federal officers; Sharpe has 
worked at Albany and New York on legisia- 
tors and aldermen. Sharpe’s corruption funds 
came from bonds of the Seventh Avenue and 
Broadway Railroad, stolen from the corpora- 
tion; Huntington's bribery moneys came from 
the treasury of the Central Pacific and South- 
ern Pacific Railroad Companies and were 
practically stolen from the Government. 
Sharpe had his Keenan and his Moloney, who 
paid over the money to the bribed aldermen; 
Huntington had his Dick Franchot and Char- 
ley Sherrill, who handed the bribe tothe cor- 
rupted officer er Congressman. Sharpe paid 
$76,000 for a year’s legal services; Hunting- 
ton expended $63,000 one year and $88,000 the 
next on a similar elastic account, 

The great point of resemblance between the 
two, however, is in the impudent manner in 
which they had defied the law and insulted 
those who have been set to investigate their 
acts. Sharpe laughed at the Senate Investi- 
gating Committee; Huntington badgered 
and fooled the Pacific Railroad Commissioners 
when he told them that he had ‘‘explained’’ 
matters with all the departments and with 
Congressmen.’’ He sneered at their inteili- 
gence by stating that he did not pay any 
money to Richard Roe, Congressman, but 
to John Doe, who would go to Richard 
Roe and tell him ‘‘just the thing that is 
wanteck“ 

Both Sharpe and Huntington are wealthy 
men. But despite his riches Sharpe will go to 
Sing Sing. Itis the duty of the Government 
to follow up Sharpe’s punishment by the im- 
mediate indictment of Huntington. Two 
bold, defiant and wealthy bribers in jail at the, 
same time would indeed be an instructive and 
useful lesson. : 


An Hotel-Ksepers’ Combi ne.

Itis announced that the hotel-keepers of 
New York will meet at Saratoga to-morrow for 
the purpose of forming an alleged ‘‘associa- 
tion for mutual protection. The idea will 
strike the general public as somewhat novel, 
for heretofore there has been a general im- 
pression that it is the public which stands in 
needof protection against the hotels, with 
their lordly employes and the invisible mag- 
nates who fix the tariffs in the Eastern cara- 
vansaries. The public will be happily disap- 
pointed if the so-called association for 
mutual protection does not turn out to be a 
‘fcombine’’ for the further impoverish- 
ment of travelersand watering-place visit- 
ors. The  hotel-keepers already take 
all the guest has in his pocket, but by making 
acombine they may succeed in compelling 
him to draw upon his friends at home for the 
larger part of their personal property also. 
The Eastern hotels of any pretensions now 
charge from 6 to $16 per diem for rooms, 
whether occupied all the time or not, and for 
food whether eaten or not. It is this ex- 
cessive tariff which Induces so many people 
to go abroad rather than patronize home sum- 
mer resorts with their ruinous hotel charges. 
They can save their passage money in the 
difference in rates between European and 
New York hotels. If the forthcoming com- 
bine takes any action looking to a further in- 
crease it may look forward to increased Eu- 
ropean travel and a corresponding deccease 
in the combine’s own business.

DECIDED GAINS FOR THE LIBERALS IN THE 
RECENT ELECTIONS, 


a 


Heavy Inroads Made on Conservative Ma- 
jorities by the Gladstone Liberals—The 
Government’s Retrograde Movement in 
Connection With the Irish Land B 
Dr. Tanner and Mr. Long—The Former 
Provoked—Goschen’s Bad Break. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. _ 

Lowpon, July 2%.—The elections ot 
last week show decided gains for 
the Liberals. There were three bye elec. 
tions. In the Lambeth division of London, 
the Marquis of Carmarthen was elected to the 
House of Commons by a majority of 828. This 
showed a falling-off in the Conservative vote, 
the loss being about 100. The Marquis of Car. 
marthen is the eldestson of the Duke ot Leeds, 
He is 27 years old, and a graduate of Eton and 
Cambridge. Hg is interested in a suburban 
distillery, and has reached Parliament through 
the usual channel of preliminary training 
as a ministerial private secretary. For 
some time he has been one of the 
unpaid private secretaries of the Secretary ot 
State for the counties, Sir Henry Holland. In 
the other election the Conservative candidats 
was elected with a loss of 400 votes on those 
registered at the last election. In Basing. 
stoke, Mr. Jeffreys, the Conservative candi. 
date, was elected, but the Gladstone Liberal 
gained 1,000 votes. This is also such a strong 
Conservative district that it was not even con. 
tested by the Liberals at the last election. The 
gains thus made now in seven election dis. 
tricts, have given great encouragement to the 
Liberals and have exercised a great influence 
on the Conservative Ministry. Mr. Gladstone, 
at a party given by Lady Margaret Sandhurst, 
said that the Liberals never come out 80 
strong in bye elections as they do in general 
elections, and that the gains, therefore, were 
all the more encouraging. 

THE GOVERNMENT'S BACK-DOWN. 

The great event of the week in politics hag 
been the retrograde movement by the Minis- 
try in connection with the Irish land bill. 
They had intended to whip this bill through 
under the spur of cloture last week, but they 
were notified by Mr. Chamberlain and otber 
Liberal-Unionists that they could not com- 
mand their votes unless they should consent 
to adopt certain amendments. Lord Salls- 
bury explained to his associates at the meet- 
ing of the Carleton Club the necessity for ac- 
ceding to the demands of the LIber- 
al-Unionists, or else to stand confront- 
ed with a defeat which would insure the 
fall of the Ministry. The ministers made 
the confessions with no regard forthe people 
of Ireland, but simply because they were 
forced to do so by their Liberal-Unionist al- 
lies. Thebill, as amended, will materially 
restrict the power of the Government to carry 
The modifications 
will give the land commissioners power for 
the space of three years to adjust the rent of 
leaseholders on the application either of land- 
lords or tenants, basing their calculations as 
to the value of the produce according to the 
recognized standard. The compulsory dank. 
ruptey clauses are also to be dropped from 
the bill. 


THE TANNER INCIDENT. 
Nothing has shown the effectof the eleo- 
tions on the Ministry more than their attempts 
to make out a case against Dr. Tanner, and so 
stir up public sentiment against the Irish mem- 
bers. Their clumsy and bungling manage- 
ment ot this littie affair was doomed to de- 
feat. The Government would undoubtedly 
have pressed for Dr. Tanner’s punishment it 
the Speaker had not checked them in their 
furious folly by holding that Dr. Tanner's. 
apology put an end tothe case. This decision 
obliges the Ministry to make a humiliating 
withdrawal of ite motion. Dr. Tanner 
is an eccentric member. He is very 
passionate and makes it a point to 4s- 
sociate with none except the members 
of his own political party. He hates the 
Tories and has declined to speak to any mem- 
ber of that political faction. A member of the 
name of Long took occasion to approach Tan- 
ner last week in the lobby, when the latter 
gentleman was in a great passion because bis 
vote had not been counted in the division. 
Mr. Long spoketo Dr. Tanner in a jeering 
manner about the loss of his vote, knowing 
perfectly well Dr. Tanner’s peculiarities and 
the reply which might have been expected. 
Dr. Tanner used violent language, but instead 
of resenting it at the time, Long came in the 
House with a written statement as to the 
language used against him and asked for 
special protection. The charge made by hin 
is as follows: 
‘I said: ‘Did not something go wrong with 
you in the division, Dr. Tanner? What was it?’ 
His answer was: ‘You are one of the Tories, 
aln 't you?, My reply was: ‘Yes, certainly.’ 
To that he replied: ‘Then I wish to God you 
would not speak to me again. I have told you 
d——d Tories before, not to speak to me. You 
have your d——d lot; talk to them.’ To that 1 
replied: ‘I beg your pardon. I was not aware 
that you did not wish to be spoken to.’ To 
which he replied: ‘Well, I wish you would 
keep your d—<d tongue in yourfips, and not 
make a d——<d fool of yourself.’

A GRAND SCHEME. 


PROPOSED ANNUAL FIELD EXERCISE FOR 
MILITIA AND REGULARS.

Congress to Be Asked to Make Appropria- 
tion for Transportation and Maintenance 
of the Militia During the Maneuvers— 
The Latter to Take Place in September or 
October—Periodical Mobilization of the 
Regular and Citizen Soldiery. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTca. 
of instruction, drill tournaments and gallery 
and range practice in marksmanship form 
three valuable sources of improvement for the 
militia, an important additional means of 
efficiency might be obtained by a resort to the 
system of autumn maneuvers on which for- 
eign countries lay so much stress. A move- 
ment is accordingly now in progress to secure 
the co-operation of Congress and the army 
authorities in holding an annual series of field 
exercises in which regulars and militia shall 
take part. Congress would be expected 
to make an appropriation for the 
transportation and maintenance of 
militia during the maneuvers, while the War 
Department would direct all available regular 
troops stationed in the neighborhood tòô par- 
ticipate. The time selected would be October 
or late in September, when marching, which 
must form a large portion of the fleld opera- 
tions, could be done with safety and comfort. 
This idea, it will be perceived, is quite differ- 
ent from that of the proposed national en- 
campment of militia during the first three 
days of July, on the fleld of Gettysburg. The 
experience of the present summer shows how 
small would be the chances of procuring. 
during the sweltering heats of July,an amount 
ot practical work sufficient to justify 
the large outlay of time and money in bring- 
ing the troops together. In autumn, on the 
other hand, good marching weather could be 
relied on. Carried out in a thorough and sen- 
sible way, autumn field exercises would un- 
doubtedly prove successful. They would 
secure an approach to that 
PERIODICAL MOBILIZATION OF TROOPS 

which is rightly held in European countries to 
be of prime importance. They would accustom 
regulars and citizen soldiers to act together 
as they would do in actual campaigning, 80 
enabling each to derive advantages therefrom. 
The militia would gather from their pro- 
fessional comrades points which must be 
learned from time to time from those to 
whom soldiering is the business of life. The 
regular officers, some of whom have never 
seen a full regiment of United States troops in 
line, would be abie to exercise themselves in 
commands as general and field officers, to 
which, as in the civil war, they would be 
called, should hostilities on any extensive 
scale break out. Again, a proper choice of 
ground for the maneuvers would lead to 
studies in attack and defense at or near points 
where operations might be — expected 
in a war witha foreign country. he perma- 
nent success of such experiments would pos- 
sibly be greutest if the plan adopted should be 
that of giving different sections of the 
country the benefit of them — succs- 
sive years. For example, should Philadel- 
phia be the scene during one season 
of maneuvers, it could engage the services of 
all the National Guard to Central and Eastern 
Pennsylvania, Maryland, Delaware and South- 
ern New Jersey, while regular batteries could 
be sent from Washington and from New York 
harbor. A second scene of maneuvers might 
be on the line of Lake Erie, where militia 
forces of Ohio, Western New York and Penn- 
Sylvania and some of the regular infantry in 
garrison on the lake frontier could meet, and 
if the scene of the operations should be well to 
the West the National Guard of Michigan, 
Indiana and Illinois could join in with the 
troops from the new post at Chicago. So, 
unless Chesapeake Bay or the Potomac should 
be made the scene of a distinct set of — 
cou be

THE MAIN IDEA 
would be not to incur too great expenses for 
transportation of troops from a great distance 
for maneuvers, which need only last two or 
three days, when by changing the scene in 
successive years the same practical results 
could be economically secured with a maxi- 
mum of attendance from all troops, regular 
and! militia, within a radius of several hun- 
dred miles. An ideal c -ndition of favoring 
circumstances for autumn maneuvers exists 
in New York Harbor. There, within a radius 


of ten miles, is concentrated a larger 
force of National Guard than can be 
found anywhere else in ten times the 


area. Taking a radius of fifty miles the forces 
which might be gathered from New York 
Connecticut and New Jersey would be still 
more considerable. Even the most distant 
could be assembled at the required point in 
two orthree hours, while the vast facilities 
for economical water transportation by 
steamboats and barges would allow the land- 
ing of troops for a simulated attack on the 
New Jersey coust, on the south shore of Long 
Island, or on either shore of the S und, ac- 
cording to the scene selected. Combined with 
this could be the rapid garrisoning of 
harbor forts by a part of the militia for 
practice with heavy guns. The engineers 
at Willet’s Point, the marines of the navy 
yard und detachments of blue jackets from 
tbe North Atlantic squadron, could find an ap- 
ropriate part in the exercises. The main 
orces need go no further than Hempstead 
Plains for an open battlefield, and not so far 
for skirmishing. Whatever action Congress 
may take on the new proposition, the States 
of Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, 
New York, New —.— and Pennsylvania 
could, with comparatively slight expense, ar- 
range for a series of autumn maneuvers last- 
ing aduy or twoevery year in the region of 
New York, which would undoubtedly be a 
pointaimed at byan enemy. The combined 
militia of these six States, with the portions of 
regular army and navy available, could con- 
oo 6a series of maneuvers at that 
point.
